JAPAN. 
YOKOHAMA. 
Our advices from this port extend to the 7th November. The 
outward mail of Sept. 10 was delivered there on the lst Nov. The 
week had been a very uneventful one in Yokohama. 


The Japan Times says :—“ It gives us great pleasure to be able 
to announce that Keiki, better known in Europe as ’Stotsbashi, 
and Aidzu, have both been pardoned by his Imperial Majesty. 
This restores them to political life, and in the case of Keiki, at 
events, to use; a friend to ote ea and fully sppreaatre of 
our powers and good intentions, he will be a valuable servant of 
the newly-restored Empire. We have before had occasion to re- 
mark on the unusual clemency displayed by the winners in the 
recent struggle towards the beaten side, and nothing was wanting 
but these pardons to complete their moral victory.” 


Dr. Scherzer, the chief of the scientific and commercial depart- 
ment of the Austrian Embassy, was a passenger to San Francisco by 
the last Pacific Mail steamer. The Donau having suffered con- 
siderably during a typhoon on her -way hither, has to remain ia 
harbour for some time still to refit, and that part of the Embassy’s 
programme which included a visit to the Sandwhich Islands,.en 
route for South America, has been abandoned. The expedition 
will leave this port, we believe, in about ten days. The exhibition 
of Austrian and Hungarian Industrial products is now on view. 
We are sorry to have to say that, so faras we have examined it, 
there is nothing among the textile fabrics, of course the impor- 
tant part of the exhibition, suitable to this market—at the prices 
affixed to them in the catalogue. 

We have discussed the subject of merchant-consuls at some 
length. That such an article was necessary, and that further ac- 
tion of the Japanese Governm--nt is required, is proved by a cir- 
cular which has been transmitted to us from Europe, in which the 
Consul appointed to represent a small power in Yedo, and who has 
lately arrived here, invites mercantile houses to entrust their 
goods to him to sell on commission, deliberately stating as a prime 
recommendation that “ his official position will place him in, so to 
speak, constant communication with the Princes or Daimios who 
have the control of foreign trade in certain provinces,” It is full 
time to stop this sort of thing. :

fincel last wrote nothing of importance has occurred at this out- 
lying settlement. Business remains at a stand-atill, partly from 
the causes enumerated in my previous letters, and partly also in 
consequence of the very unfavourable reports regarding this year’s 
tea shipments, whichreach Hankow by every mail. Closure is the 
order of the day, and with one or two exceptions the agents of 
Shanghai housesiremain merely to'supervise the property once so 
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costly now almost valueless. 
were entertained at the beginning of the tea season, but they 
are day by day being rudely dispelled. Indeed the impre sion 
now is that the tea trade is so utterly disorganised that it matters 
little whether purchasers in China buy af low rates, as was the 
case this year, or at extravagant prices, as in former years. 
Ruin seems to be the fruit alike of transactions under, both 
circumstances. 

The flood that has for the last three months made this place a 
watery desert, is now going down, and the greater part of the con- 
cession is once more dry ground. But the dilapidated eppenrence 
which it presents is something truly sad. Gardens all spoiled, 
boundary walls a heap of ruins, godowns and houses showing great 
slits and gaps in their walls, needing to be propped up and bol- 
stered with poles and woodwork. No end of money will have to 
be spent in putting the whole to rights again ; and though that 
may be pot for trade, it won't improve the profits of this year’s 
tea season. The destruction visible in the foreign quarters does 
not for one monent compare with that visible among the native 
dwellings. ‘It is utterly impossible to estimate the amount of 
outlay which will be required to rebuild and repair the ruined 
houses of the Chinese themselves. Fortunately China houses are 
somewhat lightly constructed, and all fitted on to a perfect frame- 
work, so that the work of repairing and rebuilding is carried on 
with surprising celerity. 

A startling number of refugees, driven out of their homes by 
the flood, are now encamped in the suburbs of Hanyang. I have 
been credibly informed that 120,000 daily get a supply of congee 
from the public charitable institutions. ‘There are five places 
whence congee is dispensed, each employing one hundred men, and 
the daily cost of this charity is Tls. 700. The congregated mass 
keeps the peace almost perfectly, exhibitingan amount of fortitude 
and patient endurance which does them great credit. 


SHANGHAI.

Sir Rutherford Alcock 
is expected here in the Adventure to-morrow. 

Peking advices say that the revised Treaty of Tientsin was signed 
on the 23rd of October. What it contains has not transpired, the 
goneral belief is that it remains essentially the same, the chief, if 
not the only concession, being the opening of coal mines at three 
different points in the south. Some difficulties have occurred to 
the American missionaries at I-chow ; the city magistrate refused 
to let them occupy their chapel. The matter has been referred to 
Tseng-kwo jang. the Viceroy of the province. The foundation 
stone of the Prussian Legation was laid on the 28th of October by 
Miss Lowder. 

You will have seen Mr. Hart’s memorandum, and Mr. Ross 
Browne’s comments on the Burlingame Mission. The document 
of the Inspector-General of Customs speaks for itself; there cin be 
little to add to Mr. Lrowne’s able remarks on it; indeed, that 
gentleman has taken it up in a masterly manner. On one point, 
perhaps, Mr. Hart has rather committed himself, that is the audience 
question. Few will really believe how insignitic nt a matter the 
mission is in the eyes of the Chinese. A writer in the Vorth China 
Daily News says that the whole affair was not worthy of a special 
notice in the Peking Gazette, that chronicle of state affairs, destined 
tv illuminate ofticialdom throughout the empire. It is a fact 
that not a thousand Chinese had the slightest knowledge of the 
mission at the time that Mr. Burlingame and his native clerks 
set out to “inaugurate a new era for two-thirds of the human race.” 

Mr Consul Hughes has returned to Kiukiang from leave of ab- 
sence; he takes up the duties of H.B.M.’s Consulate from Mr. 
Lay, who proceeds to Chefvo. 

The Club is to be kept open for another month, to admit of the 
shareholders and members coming to some arrangement. 

‘The naval movements are few ; the Z.dra has lett for Japan, and 
the Jcarus takes her place. 

The customs cruiser Aera-shing has been surveying the Shah- 
urceshau Channel ; particulars ave not yet transpired. 

An outrage has been committed upon a French priest at Gnan- 
kin, near Nanking. Fears are entertained for the safety of the 
missionaries in the neighbourhood. Mr. Meadows, of Mr. Taylor's 
inland mission, has been attacked. The rioters were students. 

Tientsin, like Shanghai, has been enjoying a holiday during its 
race time. The weather was all that could he desired, and 
the races were a success. A writer in the North China Daily 
aVers appears to think that the murder of the Rev Mr. William- 
sen has been connived at, if not instigated by, the petty manda- 
rins, in revenge on their part for some of their number being de-

Though surrounded by every evidence of 


them false at heart. It seems to me that two great changes are 
required to rectify the state matters have now got into; one, 
a firm policy towards the Chinese Government by our Minis- 
ter, and the other a change in the distribution of our naval 
force in those seas. Negotiation with Chinese officials, ex- 
cept backed up by material force, is a mere waste of time. 
Instead, therefore, of frittering away our naval strength by 
keeping single vessels at the various ports, where they are prac- 
tically useless, an imposing squadron should be kept at Chefoo, 
or in the Gulf of Pechelee, ready to back up the representations 
of our Minister by blockade or reprisals. But any person who 
has any knowledge of the course of events ‘in China since 1840 
must know that a demonstration of force has as much effect as 
its actual employment. A Minister at Peking with a fleet at 
hand would be a very different person in the eyes of the Chinese 
authorities to the same minister without such aid at his back. 
A prevailing mistake at home is imagining that the Chinese ever 
have, or ever will, give any concession to foreigners except when 
extorted by force Every concessiun or privilege we now enjoy in 
China has been extorted by force of arms; and the successive 
wars we have had since the signing of the Treaty of Nanking in 
1842 have been owing to the bad faith of the Chinese in trying 
to evade their engagements. Notwithstanding all this, we now 
constantly hear of asking the Chinese ,for concessions, who have 
never conceded anything. 

There is a local matter here that also requires reform, viz., the 
“currency ;” and it isa matter of surprise to me how the mer- 
chants of Shanghai are content to be so far behind the age as to 
be satisfied with a currency fluctuating from day to day at the ca- 
price or self-interested manipulations, of the Canton cumpicadors 
and shroffs, the traditionary incubus on foreign trade! In Canton 
this anomaly was got rid of years ago, but it still continues here ; 
Tls. 72 to $100 is the par rate, while at present Tls. 79 to $100 is 
the rate. Fancy in England the sovereign being worth 20s. one 
week, and only 17s. 6d. the next week, and perhaps a month Jater 
22s., and you may have some notion of the delightful circulating 
medium of Shanghai. 

Reterring to my previous remarks as to the distribution of the 
fleet in Cuina Seas, I would remark that the custom of keeping a 
man-of-war at each of the Treaty Ports was first established in 
compliance with the Treaty of Nanking, in which Sir H. Pottin- 
ger bound his Government to keep a vessel-of-war at cach port to 
restrain foreigners, as at that time the great dread of the Chinese 
was unruly foreigners. The utility or necessity of keeping those 
vessels at the ports has long seated, They were never required to 
restrain foreigners, but in former times they were required to keep 
the Chinese in check. Any danger of attack on the communities 
at the Ports is now, out of the question, for the simple reason that 
the residents are able to defend themselves, and the Chinese know 
it. Single men-of-war at the ports are useless, while concentrated 
at convenient points they would exercise a whvlesome influence on 
the officials, and tend to prevent the war, which all here fecl to be 
approaching, if the present policy continues. The revelations in 
Mr Hart’s notes ought to open the eyes of the Home Government 
to the real views of the Chinese. 

‘The only Chinese official who attempted toJshow any mark of 
attention to Prince Altred was “Chen,” the Magistrate of the 
Mixed Court at Shanghai. Ile was amongst those who attended 
to receive him on landing, and he also accompanied the Prince 
down the river on his return to the Galatea. If Chen was in any 
very high position, he would in all probability be degraded for his 
civility. 

Mr. Taylor, the missionary of “ Yang Chow ” celebrity, is again 
in trouble. It is stated that he has been expelled from a city 
further inland than Yang Chow. This time he is not likely to 
get any redress, as Lord Clarendon has put an effectual stop to any 
outrage being redressed in China, 





AMOY. 

A correspondent at this port writes that Liang, Taoutae, has been 
degraded for “the mismanagement of affairs in Formosa” (last 
autumn), as well as of the coolie emigration business of last 
spring. The Le-Kim stiil exists at Amoy, with all its former 
destructive effects on the prosperity of the port. The new dock 
at Ku-lan-soo is now finished, and in good working order.

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HONG KONG. 
From this port our latest date by the present mail is Nov. 16. , 


The French mail leaving London Sept. 30 was delivered on Nov. ; 
14, with telegrams to Oct. 18, hut by some unexplained accident 
is said to have brought no English mail. We extract the follow- 
ing from the China Mail of Nov. 16 :— 

“To-day the Gulatea leaves our harbour, and the first visit of a 
British Prince to the Far East will have terminated. We believe 
that tbe visit may be regarded with feelings of unmixed satistac- 
tion, so far ns Hong Kong is concerned. ‘Ihere has not been the | 
slightest hitch in the arrangements made to ensure the demonstra- 
tion of a hearty welcome to his Royal Highness. Great enthusiasm 
bas been shown to do honour to him and to the Royal House which 
he represents, but it has been neither noisy nor obtrusive, while its 
evident warmth and cordiality must have persuaded the Prince 
that the loyalty of Her Majesty’s subjects here is as sincere as 
that of our more effusive brethren in the great English colonies 
of the south, end that all of us in Hong Kong, British subjects or 
not, gladly seized the opportunity to give expression to our feel- 
ings. The complete success which has marked the occasion is very 
materially due to the circumstance that our nuble city hall was, 
thanks to his Excellency and the reception committee, made avail- 
able for the time. It is a noble and handsome building, and its 
existence is highly creditable to the liberality and enterprise of 
gentlemen to whom Hong Kong is already deeply indebted for 
other valuable institutions.” 

The following is from the Overland Trade Report :—* It is 
stated that some Chinese merchants have it under contemplation 
to establish a firm in London for the purpose of conducting trade 
upon their own account. Whether the scheme will be productive 
of ain@edinte results or not it is not poesible to say ; but there is 
good reason te believe that such a plan will, hefore very long, be 
carried out. It is, in fact, only the natural climax of the course 
which the China trade has fullowed for the last ten years, Ser | 
which the Chinese merchant has become more and more acquainte 
with the mode of conducting foreign trade, and has steadily become 
more and more independent of foreign assistance. The Kuropean 
has, in fact, taught his business to the Chinaman, while he has 
remained in profound ignorance of the manner in which trade 
is conducted in China. Under such circumstances it is only 
natural that the trade should have become more profitable to 
the native than the foreigner, and that the latter should find it 
extremely hard to conduct his business in such a manner as to 
leave any chance of making it a paying investment. So long as 
the Chinaman was dependent on the foreign merchant for the 
means of conducting his trade, the latter was able to work the 
business in such a manner as to make it reasonably remunerative ; 
but at the present time there is hardly anything in connection 
with foreign trade that a Chinaman cannot do without assistance. 
He can engage frieght, raise loans from foreign hanks, clear his 
goods at the Customs, and, in short, conduct the whole ordinary 
routine of business without any difficulty ; and he is thus under 
no temptation to sell his goods unless, by doing so, he can secure 
a profit, which makes him contented. Having acquired all this 
information, it now appears that he is about to turn it to account 
by establishing his own agency in London ; and it may well te 
feared that the last reumant of pure foreign trade with this 
country stands a fair chance of being attacked.” 

The extraordinary memorandum by Mr. Hart upon the China 
question, to which Mr. Ross Browne has replied, and which sp- 
arte in the American papers, reached China by the last Pacific 

ail steamer, and has been the subject of considerable comment. 
It is generally regarded as an extremely weak defence of the 
Burlingame Mission, and is looked upon as admitting the chief 
points that have been urged ayainst that movement, as it clearly 
shows it was designed not toadvauce, but to check, progress. 

The Chinese have at last kept the engagement eutered into 
after the capture of Amping by superseding Liang Taoutai.

THE DUKE OF EDINBURGH AT CANTON AND MACAO. 


A Canton correspondent writes :—“ H.R.H. the Duke of Edin- 
burgh honoured this ancient city with his presence on Saturday, 
Nov. 6. Aware that the Prince was coming tu Canton on tne day 
in question, many of the foreign residents assembled at the wharf 
of the Hong Kong, Canton, and Macao Steamboat Company for 
the purpose of giving him a hearty welcowe, ‘The Prince | 
landing was received with cheers on the purt of the foreigners, 
who were evidently much pleased to have an opportunity | 
afforded them of bidding him welcome to the City of Rama. ' 
The sailors of the Fe:loong were drawn up on the wharf in line, ! 
and, headed by Cuptain Francis, took ae cheer of the residents | 


with a ‘Hip! hip! Ai-yah!'—an ending to the familiar cheer | 
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which was rather comic. In the course of a few minutes H.R H. 
entered his State chair, and accompanied hy the Hon. E. Yorke, 
Mr. Secretary Haig, and Mr. Consul Robertson, proceeded to the 
ig Sra which by the last-named gentleman had been prep nd 
or his reception in the city. The State chair in which H.R.U. 
rode was trimmed with yellow velvet,and on the back thereof 
the Royal Arms of England were emblazoned. The chairbearers, 
four in number, wore white dresses, with yellow facings, and 
looked exceedingly neat. In my humble opinion, however, the 
hearers ought to have been eight in number, and their dresses and 
the trimminyzs of the chair of a red colour, as such, if I mi-take 
not, is the Imperial colour of England.” Of course an address 
was presented by the residents, and a suitable reply returned. 

On the 9th November His Royal Highness proceeded to 
Macao, in the steamer /ire Dart. On her arrival the Governor of 
Macao, in full uniform, went on board the Fire Dart, and landed 
under a salute of twenty-one guns with H.R.H., who was re- 
ceived with cheers on the wharf by all the officials and foreign 
Consuls. A levee was held at the Government House, after which 
H.R.H. drove through the town with the Governor, followed by 
five other carriages, and visited Camoes Garden, and the famous 
cave, returning to tiffin at Government House at twelve. Covers 
were laid for forty guests. Attwo o'clock H.R.H. was conducted 
on board the Fire Dart under another salute of twenty-one guns 
from San Francisco Fort, and departed amid much cheering. 
Many houses on the Praya displayed flags; the yesidence of the 
Viscount do Cereal, whi b was literally covered with banners in 
graceful lines, from the flagstaff to the verandahs, and forming a 
large A, being especially noteworthy.

STRAITS SETTUEMENTS.

SINGAPORE. 

From Singapore we have advices to Nov. 23. The English majl 
of October 8 was received on the 13th Nov., sith London tele- 
grams to Oct. 20. The following is from the summary of the 
Straits Times :—The preparations for the reception of the Duke 
ot Edinburgh are progressing, and it gives promise of being a very 
creditable affair. Triumphal arches are luoming up in all parts of 
the line of procession, aud whole streets are covered with a frame- 
work of poles, over which canopies have been stretched, and should 
the weather prove favouruble, the entire town will assume a gala— 
day appearance. The Singapore Voluntéer Corps are, we learn, 
toform the guard of honour, and were assembled at their drill 
ground on Saturday last for inspection by hia Excellency the 
Governor, who, after complin-enting them upon their general ap- 
pearance, informed them of the honour awaiting them, and assured 
them of the favour of a personal introduction of every member, 
desirous o: the honour, to i. R. H. at the levee. 

There is little else of general importance to recapitulate. On 
the day of the departure of the last wail steamer a tiffin in honour 
of Admiral Keppel was given by the residents, at the P. and O. 
Cumpany’s offices, at New Harbour; it passed off admiral ly, and 
the old Admiral left us fully impressed with the warmth of ad- 
miration and esteem entertained fur him by this community. The 
first day’s races of the Autumn Meeting take place this after- 
noon, and very good sport is anticipated. It was at first intended 
to have the races duriug the stay of the Duke of Edinburgh here, 
but his visit has been so long delayed that to postpone them 
further would be unfair to the horses, which have now been in 
training for over two months.

The following items are extracted from the Ceylon Examiner :— 

The change in our currency, after all, is net to come into opera- 
tion until the lst July, 1870. Whether the Governor is quite sure 
of the change which he has proposed being sanctioned by th 
Home Government, and therefore wishes to humour the di-con- 
tents, or whether he himself suffers from any recent misgivings a 
to the wisdom and necessity of the change, and therefore has agreed 
to the pustponement, we are not in u position to say. We have 
always maintained, and still maintain, that there was no necessity 
whatever for disturbing the arrangement under which transac- 
tions were conducted for the last thirty years. 

Mr. Tueodore Mackenzie, merchant, of Colombo, has been ar- 
rested on a crimiual warrant, and is to take his trial before the 
Supreme Court. The case has created a very painful sensation in 
the community. The manager of the Mercantile Bank had sworn 
an affidasit before the J. P. of Uciombu, charging Mr. Mackenzie 
with tuiging and negotiating certain bills of iading of coffee, pur 
porting to have been shipped on board the Elizabeth Graham, by 
which the bank was defrauded of some £3,0UU. The accused 

leaded guilty to the charge, and as the sessions of the Supreme 
ourt at Kandy are still open, he is to be tried there at once. 
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The latest we have heard of Mr. George Duff, the Manager of 
th> Oriental Bink here, is that he has joined the society with which 
M.. Lawrence Oliphant is connected. We suppose in this case, 
Mr. Dunlop, the present popular manager, will be confirmed in his 

ost. 
All our contemporaries announce that a marriage has been

Yonounama.—The continued low value and further depreciation of native 
currency had bad a depressing influence upon this market. Holders were, 
however, firm, and prices remained unchanged. A few sales had been made 
fo Yarn at quotations. Metals were very dull and no business was reported 
even at reduced rates. Coal being in heavy stock was slow of sale and 
prices were low. Stocks: Grey Shirtings, 70,000 pieces; Cotton Yarn, 
10,200 piculs ; Taffachelasa, 84,500 pieces; Blankets, 44,000 pairs. Quota- 
tions were as follow :—Cotton Yarn, 16 to 24, $52.50 to $53.50 per picul ;

Suancuai,—A very small business has to be reported in all classes of 
Exglish manufactures, The festivities consequent on the arrival of the 
‘Dake of Edinburgh and the subsequent race week had materially impeded 
business, and the news from the north and from the river ports had not 
been such as to warrant extensive operations, On the other hand, it may 
fairly be stated that holders generally had remained very firm, and had 
declined to place their goods on the market at current rates. Grey Shirt- 
ings: There had been little or no inquiry for the nortb, and sales had been 
chiefly for Japan, Chinkiang and Hankow. Rates show a slight decline on 
last quotations, and were not strong at the close, Quotations :—7 lbs., 
Tis. 198 to Tis. 2.02 ; 8-4 lbs., Tls. 2.17 to Tls. 2.22 ; and 9 Ibs. to 9-12

3.75 per piece, with a very small 
demand. Dutch Goods very dull. Sheetings: Auction sales of da- 
maged American Goods at extremely low figures; the market for 
sound cargo very dull. No market for Jeans. Fancy Goods: White 
Brocades, Dyed Brocades, Velvets, and Chintzes in moderate inquiry 
at last prices. In Woollens the business had been very trivial. 
Spanish Stripes: The staple colours all lower in value, Ash and 
White only showing a slight advance. Long Ells: The chief colours 
showed a decline, and the demand was far from active, while stocks were 
accumulating.

8 ozs., at $49 
to $50 (heavy); Siam Chowls at $11} to $16; Ginghams, at $40 per 
corge ; Handkerchiefs, Matadamag, at $1.60 per dozen; Batticks, at $2.75 
to $4.80 per corge; Kling Dresses at $12; and Kains, Red and Yellow, 
at $5 to $7 per corge.

Cryion.—The following is from Messrs. Geo. Wall and Co.’s Circular, 
dated 30th ult. :—We have had a very dull market during the fortnight ; 
and although there is still a general disposition to resist a further decline, 
we close with prices tending in favour of buyers. In the absence of any 
demand for export, the business in grey goods has been extremely limited. 
Of Grey Shirtings a few parcels only have found buyers at prices which 
maintain our last quotation. Twist has not been dealt in. Long Cloths 
and other heavy grey cloths have been quite neglected, with the excep- 
tion of Grey Drills, of which a fair sale has been made. A little has been 
done, at moderate rates, in Grey Jacconets.

SHaxcuar.—Black: A fair %amount of business had been transacted 
at prices showing, on the whole, but little change. The stock on offer was 
very undesirable, and low descriptions comprised in it had been purchased 
at about Tls. 18 per picul. Supplies had been liberal for the time of year, 
and they were not exhausted. All ideas of a reduced export had van- 
ished, receipts from Hankow showing a considerable excess on those of last 
season. Settlements for the fortnight, 23,000 chests; resbipments on 
owners’ account, 2,300 chests; stock, 88 chops, or 28,274 chests. Quota- 
tions, duty paid, exchange for credit, six months’ sight, at 6s. per tael, and 
freight at £2 sterling per ton :—Shanghai-packed, 103d.; Hohow, 
common, 113d. to 1s. 13.; Oonam, common, 1s. 04d. to 1s. 2d. ; Ningchow, 
common, 1s. 1}d. to 1s. 2d.; Oopack, common, 1s. 1d. to 18. 24d. 
Green: A considerable business had been transacted at fully former prices 
for fine and finest descriptions, and at about previous rates for mediam 
and common kinds. Quotations: Moyune and Teenkai, Tle. 88 to 
Tis. 34; Fychow, Tis, 28} to Tls. 884; Pingsuey, Tls. 84} to Tls. 37 ; 
Shanghai-packed, Tls. 314 to Tls. 33. Arrivals had been rather large, 
and stock remained as hberal as it was on the departure of the last Eng- 
lish mail. Settlements for the fortnight, 80,000 half-chests; re-ship- 
ments on owners’ account, 2,600 half-chests ; stock—160 chops, or 79,800 
half-chests. 

Hanxow.—The following is from Messrs. Drysdale, Ringer, and 
Co.’s report, dated Nov. 4:—We have now arrived at so late a period 
of our season that there is but little business to report upon. In 
closing our report for the year we cannot help expressing the dis- 
appointment so generally felt that the early prospects of the season, 
which were more promising than in any year since the opening of 
this port, had been so entirely frustrated, both by the desire to antici- 
pate a rise on the home inarket, manifested on all sides, but more espe- 
cially in Shanghai, for the high prices paid for low class teas, in the hope 
of a short export—a course of action defeating ite own ends; and again 
by the unaccountable manner in which the early arrivals of the new crop 
were forced off at home, by sale without average at public auction, re- 
course to which seems to us quite unjustifiable and uncalled for, seeing 
the comparatively small quantity of Tea shipped from China during the 
early part of the season. The transactions since the 21at ult. have been 
limited to 2,572 chests, a large portion of which has been in barter, and 
the shipment of Shanghai for sale on native account of 6,000 chests and 
1,000 chests contracts. Prices paid have been 14 taels for Tea of inferior 
quality to 16} for clean Oopacks ; they do not show any decliae for rates 
quoted in our last, and are fully up to home rates per last advices. 

KrukranG.—Black Teas: Only one chop had been purchased during 
the fortnight, this being a parcel of Hohow. Supplies had been six 
chops of Ningchow and four of Hohow. Quotations were—Ningchows, 
nominal. Hohows, Tls. 13.2.5. Export from Jan. 1 to Nov. 5, 1869, 
13,598,642 lbs.; export from Jan. 1 to Nov. 5, 1868, 15,603,578 Ibs. 

*Green Teas: No business had been done, and all arrivals had been for- 
warded to Shanghai. Export from Jan. 1 to Nov. 5, 1869, 5,822,404 Ibs. ; 
export from Jan. 1 to Nov. 5,'1868, 5,662,506 Ibs. Stock, 1,402 packages. 

Foocnow.—The following is from Messrs. Odell and Co.’s Keport :— 

“ Congous: The demand bas not been very general, and a fair proportion of 
‘the settlements reported have been on Continental account. Prices have 
been fully maintained, though at the close holders show more disposition 
to realise at current quotations. Arrivals from the country have fallen off, 
and the quantity still to come to hand does not, it is said, exceed 30,000 
chests.

Oolongs: Some settlements made prior to the 
departure of the last mail have been reported, but the business transacted

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being in the hands of two or three teamen, who are holding for extreme 
rates. Scented Teas continue in fair inquiry, at previous quotatione.

23.5.5; Scented 
Teas, 4,396 boxes, at Ts. 8.8 to Tls. 23.3. 

Amoy. Congou: Nothing had been done in this description daring the 
fortnight. Oolong: Market quiet. Settlements since last mail 6,323 
packages at $18} to $22} for common to fair cargo; $28 to $26$ for good 
to superior, and $29 to $344 for fine grades. Supplies from the country 
nearly 50,000 packages less than at the same date last year, 

Canton.—The market had been very quiet. There was no disposition 
on the part of Teamen to force sales, although the stock of Canton made 
teas was somewhat larger than usual at this period of the year, common 
capers particularly being in abundant supply. The small sales of scented 
teas had been at former quotations. Canton made green teas had been 
taken to a small extent, in execution of special orders for the Continent. 
There were no country congous in the market. Canton settlements from 
29th October to 11th November, 1869:—Canton district congou, nil; 
scented orange pekoe, 5,000 boxes at Tis. 20 to 29; scented caper, 500 
boxes at Tls.

In the early part of the fortnight, and up to 
the French mail, which left on the 3rd instant, a moderate daily business 
was passing at rather hardening prices; since receipt of the above telegram 
operations have been somewhat checked, but although the market is rather 
easier, no actual decline can yet be quoted, except for Hainins, which are 
about Tls. 5 lower. Common Silks of all descriptions still command fall 
rates, and even aslight advance is noticeable in purchases of low Kahings. 
Chops might be placed Tis. 5 lower at the close, and a few anxious sellers 
of medium sorts are willing to accept about the same decline, but holders 
generally are firm, whilst buyers on the other hand want a concession of 
about Ts. 20. Settlements for the fortnight, including shipments by an 
extra P. and O. steamer on the 31st October, the French mail steamer on 
the 3rd instant and several sailing vessels as noted at foot, amount to about 
1,700 bales, bringing the total since 1st June up to about 26,900 bales, 
against 37,800 bales at the same time last year. 


STRAITS AND CEYLON PRODUCE. 

SinGAPoRE.—The opportunities of shipment continued very limited, 
and prices of most articles were lower. Gambier had been taken up to 
the extent of 1,200 tong, at from $3 to $2.924, the latter rate being that 
at which the market closed.

Bontyne Coffee in good supp'y, and 
sales at $124 per picul. ‘Tapioca lower, good quality lump $4.30 per 
picul. Gutta Percha of firat quality more enquired for—chiefly in ex- 
ecution of orders from Home. Tin much lower, having declined about 
$2 per picul; the last purchases of Malacca at $28 to $28} per picul. 

Prnano,—Some of the articles of produce had come to market freely 
during the past fortnight, especially Tin, which had been in full supply. 
The price had declined to $27.50, and had been fluctuating between that 
rate and $27 during the whole fortnight—the higher figure was the last 
price recorded. There was a considerable quantity on the market held 
for a higher figure. There bad only been one small arrival of Black Pep- 
per, from Acheen, which was bought in the bazaar at $7.35 per picul. No 
White Pepper offered. Cutch: In good supply; price gone back to $4.50 
per picul, at which rate a fair quantity had changed hands, Full arrivals 
of Gum Benjamin; No. 1 offered at $55, and No, 2, T. T. and Co., taken 
at $20.40 per picul. Hides: More plentifal, and purchases of Buffalo 
from $9.75 to $10}; Cow from $13.45 to $14}, according to quality. 
Horns: Scarce, and maintained former price. Mace: Scarce; a small 
lot of No. 1 bought at $75, and some very fine at $78 per picul. No 
operations in Nutmegs, Sugar: Penang, Nos. 1-3 in good demand at a 
slight advance, in some cases, on former prices. Tapioca sold, for delivery 
in February, at $4.15 per picul. 

CoLtomno.—Messrs. George Wall and Co. report as follows :—Coffee, 
Plantation: We requote at from 10s, 4d. to 10s, 94. for low, and 11s. 3d. 
to 11s. 9d. for high-grown parchment. There is not much doing, owing 
to continued dull advices from London. The Wynaud, the only ship that 
has cleared fcr London during the fortnight, brings up the total export of 
Plantation Coffee from 1st Oct. to 57,186 cwt., against 75,676 cwt. at the 
same time last year, showing a decrease of 18,490 cwt. Native: Ex- 
ports from 1st Oct. to 30th Nov., 7,925 cwt., against 86,332 cwt. at the 
same time last year, showing a decrease of 28,408 cwt. We can only re- 
iterate our previous remarks to the effect that the natives are using pul- 
pers this year, and sending down their Coffee in parchment, and there is 
very little native Coffee on offer. We quote nominally 46s. f.o.b., and this 
for a wretchedly poor sample. Cinnamon: We have nothing fresh to re- 
port of this spice; for the few small lots on offer previous prices have been 
paid, 22s. to 24s. per Ib.

Hone Koxa, Nov. 19.—A new treaty has been signed between the 
English and Chinese Governments; but it will not come into operation 
until the other Governments having dealings with China accept its provi- 
sions. The treaty guarantees a motlification of the transit dues, the open- 
ing of two new ports, the working of coal mines by English appliances, a 
reduction of duties, the right of navigation on inland waters, and the right 
of foreigners to temporary residence in any part of the country. An Eng. 
lish barrister will be employed to frame a code of mercantile regulations 
under this treaty, the draft of which Sir Rutherford Alcock is about to 
take with him to England. The Duke of Edinburgh has been splendidly 
entertained at Hong Kong.

; Mr. Hawkins, QC., Sir George Honyman, Q.C., Mr. Watkin Wil- 
liams, and Mr. English Harrison were for the plaintiffs; Sir John 
Karslake, Q.C., and Mr. Cuhen for the defendants. : 


This was an action to recover damages for not delivering a cargo of 
tea in the same condition in which it was shipped at Soechaw, in 
China. It was said that the tea, which arrived in England in the 
Wemyss Castle, was tainted more or less with tar, pitch, petroleum, or 
some oil or other, and that what was worth upwards of £9,000 origi- 
nally had only sold for about £6,000 in England. The defendants paid 
about £1,100 into court, and as to the residue of the money claimed 
they said that the deterioration of the tea was not so great as was 
alleged, and that it had not been sold judiciously, having regard to 
the mode in which the good had been selected from the bad and clas- 
sified. The day was occupied with the details of such sale and classifi- 
cation, and in ascertaining how the different packages had been ex- 
amined and tested. In the end the jury, having retired to consider 
their verdict, found for the plaintiffs for £900 over and above the money 
paid into court. 


Tue AvustRIaAN Treaty wits Caina-—The treaty with China (sayd 
the Standard). which has lately been concluded at Peking by the 
Austrian Legation, while by a general article it secures every privilege 
which bas been ceded, or may be ceded, to the most favoured nations, 
presents some peculiarities worthy of notice as representing the results 
of experience in modifying the relations of foreign nations with the 
Chinese Empire. The Chinese absolutely refused—and very wisely 
refused—to allow any foreign Consuls to trade. It is notorious that 
in every part of the East merchant-consuls have abused their privi- 
leges, involved themselves and their Governments in serious misun- 
derstandings, have looked naturally enough to their own mercantile 
interests, and, being paid generally in the shape of fees alone, havd 
practised exactions and permitted irregularities, which. on account of 
the remoteness of the locality or imperfection of evidence, have re- 
mained unredressed. In all the great marts of Oriental trade the 
British Government has given the example of appointing salaried 
Consular functionaries, and certainly with the happiest results. The 
Chinese have algo objected to any clause giving the foreign authorities 
the right to claim protection or exemption from the native law for 
Chinese subjects converted, or claimed as converted, to Christianity 
—a condition naturally insisted upon by the Chinese, as so much 
trouble has been given by the Catholic missionaries in demanding 
that an adhesion to the Christian faith shall give special privileges to 
Chinese converts. The rights to build houses of worship, ho-pitals, 
&c., in all the open ports has been amply conceded. The Court of 
Rome expected, through the Austrian influence, to obtain further con- 
cessions for Catholic converts, and great indignation has been ex- 
pressed in some of the Papal newspapers that the ties which bind 
Austria to Rome have been further loosened or broken in China when 
they ought to have been strengthened; but the fact thus recognised 
in the remotest Kast is but a confirmation of similar facts exhibited 
nearer home. Itis a sutixfaction withal that the Austrian Govern- 
menot—less disturbed by domestic affairs—has been able to extend its 
views to commercial objects abroad, and bas succeeded in obtaining 
most satisfactory treaties with China, Japan, and Siam. The Austrian 
expedition reached San Francisco at the beginning of this month, and 
ig now on its way to Valparaiso. 


During the forenoon of Thursday, the 16th inst., and at the time the 
wind was backing out to the southward and increasing in its atrength, 
the Donegal was signalled to proceed to sea. The order was obeyed, 
and the ship steamed ont to encounter the gale. Eight hours afterwards 
the Donegal was off St. Alban’s Head. Storm sails were split, ports 
atove in, quarter gallery washed out, and decks filled with water. The 
ship was strained and leaked very much in her topsides, if not below 
the water line. After knocking about in the Channel all night, St. 
Helen’s Roads, beyond which no sane person who saw her get under 
way from Spithcad on the previous day supposed she had gone, was 
made, and the ship anchored there in safety. The T'imes says that the 
bill for making good the total damages sustained by the Donegal will 
not be much less than £1,000. Some one is responsible for order- 
ing the ship to sca in such weather. The Donegal sailed from 
St, Helen’s Roads, off the east end of the Isle of Wight, on the 
21st inst., for China. An officer, writing from her, says:—“‘ One 
thousand pounds is the estimated cost of the bill for coals burnt and 
damages. Government stores in the wardroom and gunroom were 
damaved to the extent of £90. The dockyard people, and all interested, 
have ‘ dodged’ the expense of the Donegal’s refit by sending on board 
the mattrials necessary for repairs as stores, and the artificers of the 
fleet, as 1 may call them—we have on board four ship's companies, 
viz., the Occan, the Rinaldo, the Zebra, and the Sylvia—have to make 
the repairs as best they can. OF course they will only be temporary 
ones, the material damage—that is, the straining of the hull of the 
ship—cannot be repaired except in harbour.” 








Ir is announced that a lengthened and careful examination 
held at Trinity-house into the loss of the Spindrift has re- 
sulted in the suspension of Mr. Marti, the pilot, for six 
months. At the expiration of that period a re-examina'ion 
and production of testimonials to character will be required 
before the licence is renewed.

THE NEW CHINA TREATY. 


A TELEGRAM received yesterday, and published in another 
part of our paper, announces the signature of a new treaty 
between Great Britain and China. This telegram, though 
bringing only three days’ later news than the mail, announces 
it as a positive fact, whereas the China papers received by the 
mail mention it only as a report still wanting confirmation. 
Our own private advices leave no doubt that a new treaty 
was actually signed on the 23rd of October. What we shall 
gain by it is by no means su clear. The telegram tells us, 
“a modification of the transit dues ”—which sounds exceed- 
ingly vague ; “the opening of new ports”—we believe Wan- 
chew is to be opened, and some other southern ports as subsi- 
diary ports; “the working of coal mines by English appli- 
ances ”—as far as our own information goes, which we believe 
to be thoroughly reliable, it is merely conceded that English 
appliances may be used to work certain mines in the South only, 
and means will doubtless be fouud to render this a dead letter, 
as far as avy tangible advantage to Englishmen is concerned ; 
“a reduction of duties”—on what articles, and to what ex- 
tent, is still a mystery; “the right of navigating inland 
waters, and of residence in the interior ”—valuahle privileges 
if accompanied by the necessary protection for foreign life 
and property in the interior—otherwise worthless. Should 
foreign vessels appear in any waters, or foreign travellers 
arrive in any province where their presence is unwelcome to 
the mandarins, these latter, with the aid of the diteratz, will 
soon organise a riot or “ anti-foreign demonstration,” and 
have the intruders robbed or murdered, knowing that Lord 
CLaARENDON’S instructions will secure them from any imperti- 
nent interference by British gunboats. Until, however, the 
treaty itself is made public, we cannot comment on it with 
any degree of certainty. One thing looks suggestive—the 
fact that all concessions are as much as possible restricted to 
the South, as though in pursuance of a determination to 
keep foreigners as far from the capital as possible. If access 
to the coal mines is to be permitted at all, why not open 
the Chai-tang mines? We regret to learn that Wev- 
BEANG, the Foreign Minister, who should have taken a 
leading part in the arrangement of this treaty, is seri- 
ously ill, and that the document does not bear his sig- 
nature.

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THE CEYLON CURRENCY QUESTION. 

Tue last phase of the discussion regarding the position of 
the Ceylon currency is represented by the Report of a Com- 
mission appointed by Sir Hercutes Rosinson to determine, 
not whether any alteration of the currency is desirable, but 
what will be the effects of an alteration that he has decided 
shall forthwith be made. The Governor is fully alive to the 
value of the old maxim “ Divide et impera.” He found the 
colonists all but unanimous in opposing any change at all, 
and finding so strong a combination as this rather awkward 
to deal with, he sought to divert the attention of the people 
from the principal question at issue to some smaller one on 
which they might probably disagree, andaccordingly threw them 
—asa bone of contention—the problem, how their accounts 
should be kept when the sterling currency was abolished ; 
whether in rupees, annas and pie, after the Indian fashion, 
or in rupees, shillings and pence, or again, by a decimal 
method of rupees and cents. The Report of the Commission 
on these poiuts is an exceedingly curious document, but before 
commenting on it we must for a brief space revert to the 
original difficulty, as to the necessity, or otherwise, for abolish- 
ing the sterling currency and making the rupee not only the 
sole legal tender, but the standard for all contracts and 
accounts. The Governor’s view of the case seems to be 
this ; though willing to admit that for thirty years or more 
the system of keeping accounts in pounds, shillings, and 
pence, while all payments have been made in rupees 
at the rate of ten to the pound, has worked well, he 
nevertheless contends that it may lead to grave difficul- 
ties, in this way—a person to whom the Colonial Treasury 
is indebted in the sum of, say, a thousand rupees, might at 
present refuse to accept payment in silver, and demand a hun- 
dred golden sovereigns, which, if acceded to, would entail a 
loss to the Treasury of £6 58, the intrinsic value of each 
rupee in English money being only 1s. 103d. Whence he 
concludes that the use of sterling denominations is altogether 
dangerous, and should be done away with entirely. The 
popular view, however, is this,—tbat English currency has 
nothing to do with the question at all, for the “pound” in 
this case would not mean a golden sovereign, but a Ceylon cur- 
rency pound, which is simply ten rupees, or the equivalent of 
ten rupees, at their actual intrinsic value. The value of an ima- 
ginary coin, such as the Ceylon pound, must depend solely 
on its relation to the coin actually aud tangibly in circulation. 
Beyond similarity of nomenclature, there is no affinity whatever 
between English and Ceylon currency, aud the discrepancy 
that certainly exists, in the circulating medium being a coin 
that never enters into accounts, might be readily overcome by 
ordaining that the rupee should be a legal tender for sums to 
any amount, at a fixed value ot two shillings. The inha- 
bitants of Ceylon would then be in precisely the same posi- 
tion as we should be in England if our sovereigns, half-sove- 
reigns, crowns, and half-crowns fell into disuse, leaving us 
enly the florin and its subsidiary coins (the shilling and 
sixpence being virtually half and quarter-florins) as a 
circulating medium. We might still keep our accounts 
in pounds, and an English pound would then be ten 
florins, just as a Ceylon pound now is ten rupees. 
This, which, as we have said, is the “ popular” view 
of the case, is, we are convinced, the correct one 
also. It is very fairly embodied in a report drawn up by a 
sub-committee of the Ceylon Chamber of Commerce, con- 
sisting of Messrs. MacponaLp, WaLL, and RicuMonD, who 
recommended that a memorial should be addressed to the 
Secretary of Save for the Cotontes, deprecating any alte- 
ration in the denomination of the currency.

Indeed (and here is another curious inconsis- 
tency in the Report) it seems that though the Indian system 
is avowedly recommended, the majority of the members voted 
in favour of the decimal system! The imbroglio was brought 
about in this wise—firstly, the decimal system was brought 
forward, but was rejected by a majority composed of the 
joint supporters of the two other systems; and next, the 
Indian method was brought forward as opposed to the rupees, 
shillings, and pence method alone. For the decimal system 
there were four votes ; for each of the others, three—yet one 
of the latter is recommended in the body of the Report! 
The upshot of it all is, evidently, that the Governor will 
carry his own wishes into effect, to the great and not unrea- 
sonable discontent of the majority of the colonists. 


“THE TIMES” AND ITS SHANGHAI CORRE- 
SPONDENT. 

A LetrER from the Shanghai Correspondent of The Times 
(rather stale, by the way, for all the news it conveys had 
appeared a week earlier in our own inward journal) contains 
some strong comments on the outrageous insult offered to 
the Duke of Epinsorea by the Chinese Government, in 
refusing him an official reception at Peking. The writer 
broadly asserts that no progressive friendly intercourse is 
possible while this insolent assumption of superiority on the 
part of the Chinese is tolerated, and that Mr. BURLINGAME'S 
misrepresentations to our own and other foreign Govern- 
ments have been so gross that even Mr. Hart, the chief 
promoter of the Mission, is disgusted with the impos- 
ture. The statements thus put forth by its correspondent 
are printed in large type, as though considered worthy 
of special attention, and yet, with a curious incon- 
sistency, the journal that does him this honour persis- 
tently refuses to accord the smallest degree of credibility 
to his information, preferring to adhere to the philo Chinese 
view that suits the present Government. However, there is 
little danger that those who read the letters of the correspon- 
dent, which carry conviction in every line, will allow their 
judgment to be blinded by the weak sophistries with which 
it is sought to bolster up Lord CLaRENDon’s wretchedly un- 
English policy. 





WE understand that the negotiations that have been on 
foot between the War-office aud the Ceylon Government, in 
reference to the proposal that the colony shall assume the con- 
trol and bear the entire cost of its military force, are likely 
soon to be made public. This would seem to boa not un- 
satisfactory solution of the difficulty ; for, while the colonists 
assert that they are paying more than the actual cost of the 
force employed, the War-office retorts that this is not the 
case, as their calculations are made without any allowances 
for non-effectives, pensions, &c. We may also mention that 
the present arrangements regarding the Indian army are also 
considered unsatisfactory, and that Mr. CaRDWELL is endea- 
vouring to get quit of any connection with Indian military 
organisation. Probably some modification of military arrange- 
ments in the Straits Settlements will follow in due course. 





WE are informed that the Rajah of Sarawak and Mrs. 
Brooks, with the Bishop of Lasuan and Mrs. CHAMBERS, in- 
tend leaving England by the second mail in February. The 
Bishop will stay on his way at Penang and Singapore, for the 
purpose of holding confirmation. 
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WE think it worth while to repeat the caution given in 
our last issue against the habit prevailing among correspond- 
ents in the East of omitting to address their London letters 
and packets in full. ome circulars that we received by the 
last French mail, addressed simply “London,” had been 
stamped by the Post-office with the words “not fully ad- 
dressed.” This shows that the postal authorities now intend 
to give the precedence in delivery to properly directed let- 
tera, and when any delay or loss occurs with packets not so 
treated, the responsibility will lie—and very justly—with the 
writers who neglect so obvious a precaution. 





Jupaine from certain remarks that have appeared in some 
of our contemporaries in the Far Kast, it would appear that 
an impression exists that the steamers of the Messageries 
Impérvales will at once avail of the Snez Canal to proceed 
direct through to and from Marseilles, so as to avoid any 
transhipment of cargo. We find, however, that the Directors 
of the Messageries have not yet issued any instructions to this 
effect, as the depth of the Canal—16 to 17 feet—renders the 
plan impracticable for the present. The time-tables of this 
company for 1870 are not yet published. 


FOOCHOW TEAS—DETERIORATION. 
(To the Editor of the London and China Telegraph.) 

81z,—In your issue of the 18th inst. you published a very capita] 
letter from “ An Importer” upon the above subject, and it is of 
such importance that I crave a small space in your paper in con- 
tinuation, hoping that buyers in Foochow may take some measures 
to impress upon the Teamen that if imports from that port con_ 
tinue to come forward of a character so certain rapidly to lose all 
the little quality they might have possessed when shipped, red leaf 
teas will sink into disfavour more and more, and when once that 
disfavour has become general and rooted amongst country buyers, 
it will be almost impossible to restore them to favour at all. 
“ Medium Kaisows ” as now imported takes no place but a low 
one in the general consumption ; taey have very little flavour, 
which soon passes off, and no strength ; disappointing—very— 
to the importer, and of little value to the dealer. If the former, 
disgusted at the low prices offered, puts them away, he finds that 
what lost him 4d. per lb. when he refused 1s. 4d., are only worth, 
when he looks at them again, 1s.14d. The dealer having also pur- 
chased similar experience, often times refuses to taste them, much 
less offer for them. 

Now the Chinese are very amenable to reason in trading matters, 
especially where their own interests are involved, and I do think 
that Foochow buyers might bring this subject prominently before 
them, by means of intelligently and forcibly worded “chops,” which 
might befreely circulated throughout the tea districts, and Iam quite 
sure that the Consul—Mr. Sinclair—alwaysready and willing toassist 
where good may be done, would energetically back up the movement. 
The difficulty of securing unanimity and consonance of action in 
China I am well aware of, but as the matter under review affects 
all interested in the Foochow tea trade, I would fain hope that the 
buyers abroad will endeavour to see with the glasses sellers here aro 
compelled to see through, and will try what are the practical 
methods of remedying, on their side of the water, the defects which 
are so glaring when the teas arrive here. One word more, and I 
have done. Have not the Chinese been brought to their present 
style of preparing tea for the home markets by the eager, I may 
say, reckless competition for “tea at any price” that has been, of 
late years, the order of the day? I think they have; and when 
they see that for mixed and wretched quality they can get prices 
that only ought to be paid for fine, they accommodate themselves 
to the times and pander successfully to the public taste ; but let 
the buyers discriminate, and buy “rubbish at rubbish prices,” and 
really fine accordingly, and it will soon be seen that the sellers will 
find out how to suit their customers.—I am, Sir, your obedient 
servant, Oxp Canton. 


SILKWORM BREEDING. 

Ir has been strongly suspected for a long time that, like many 
other maladies, that which has ravaged the silkworms and almost 
ruined a most important industry was the result of codling-—add 
want of knowledge of the effects of cleanliness and ventilation, and 
perhaps the case would be complete. This is certain, that when 
the eggs are well chosen and the breeding conducted by scientific 
men the disease either does not make its appearance at all, or comes 
in a very moderate form. We can speak of such experiments 
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from personal observation near Paris and in the extreme south 
of France. Without doubt too much heat is almost always 
to be found in ordinary magnaneries—they are almost 
stoves; one scientific breeder has had great success in keep- 
ing his worms—* educating,” we call it in France—in the 
open air, with no sbelter but a light tent. In the cooler 
parts of France it has generally been believed that silkworins could 
not be reared with profit, hut this opinion promises to take its 
place amongst exploded fallacies. In one of the Departments of 
France, where the mulberry has never been grown, and silkworms 
never reared, the Niévre, almost in the centre of the country, the 
experiment has been made of breeding silkworms in a small 
apartment with a cold exposure, without any fire, during the whole 
period of education, thirty-eight days; the temperature of the 
season was rather below than above the average, 48 deg. to 50 
deg. Fahrenheit, yet the success of the experiment was complete, 
not a worm was diseased, and the cocoons produced were magnifi- 
cent. Who can tell whether silkworms may not be reared with 
success in the south of England? the experiment is really worth 
trying on a large scale, care being taken that the establishment 
be in a situation well sheltered from wind. It is true that we have 
not much white mulberry in England yet, but here again a long 
existing notion is being sapped ; the Spanish worms are principally 
fed on the common black mulberry, and they havé scarcely suf- 
fered at all, while in France and Italy, where the white mulberry 
alone is used, the ravage has been terrible. 


BRITISH POLICY IN CHINA. 


(STANDARD. ) 

The last mail from China brings ue news of a farewell dinner which 
was given at Hong Kong to Admiral Sir Henry Keppel on the eve of 
his departure for this country. This entertainment was unusually 
significant fora variety of reasons. Admiral Keppel has been more 
closely identified than any other naval officer with the development of 
British trade in the Far East. It is twenty-seven years ago since he 
was first put in command of aship on the Chinatation. At that time 
it was officially reported that Hong Kong—just obtained from the 
Chinese by the treaty of 1840—might be capable of supporting one 
house of business. Now it is the seat of an important commercial 
city, whose trade, in the opinion of a company formed a short time 
since, requires a submarine telegraph to India aud Europe. This 
magical change has been wrought by the policy which the British 
has hitherto pursued in China. The great principles of justice 
have been respected in our dealings with the native Govern- 
meut, but the power and dignity of the British flag have been 
vindicated at the same time, and the Chinese authoritics have 
been taught the absolute necessity of tolerating that intercourse 
between their subjects and ourselves which the mercantile classes 
of China and of Europe were equally anxious to establish. Fla- 
grant bad faith has been systematically punished, and, though the 
force at hand has generally been very small, and seemingly incom- 
meneurate with the magnitude of the work it was required to carry on, 
the gallantry and perseverance of its commanders supplemented all 
deficiencies, and the growing trade was protected until at last it ac- 
quired its present dimensions. Finally, however, a change has come 
over the epirit of the scene. Tne Government which now rules the 
destinies of England has seen fit to order a complete reversal of the one 
policy hitherto observed. The European communities planted in Hong 

ong and at the treaty ports are in future, like colonies in trouble, to 
sink or swim as best they may. They are not to expect any further inter- 
ference in their behalf from the Government of Great Britain. If they are 
outraged our political agents will be instructed to remonstrate ; nothing 
more. Ifthe rights guaranteed to them by treaties are disregarded, 
they must content themselves with representations through a consul 
to an Aviatic Government which has never been known to act wisely 
or fairly, except under compulsion. If they have imagined that their 
allegiance to the Queen of England entitled them to the protection of 
her power abroad, they must learn that such a claim is ob-olete and 
worthlers in the eyes of a Radical Government, and to impress this fact 
upon them in the clearest possible manner the gallant Admiral, Sir 
Henry Keppel, who had been their chumpton for nearly ubirty years, 
was curtly recalled. 


Organised though it appears to have been in the first instance as a 
simple demonstration of regard, the farewell banquet given to Sir 
Henry on his departure c. uld hardly help acquiring a political im- 
portance. One of the speakers declared towards the close that the 
evening had been occupicd with something like a debate on China 
affairs, and though all the speeches tended one way—as the speeches 
on this subject of all men practically acquainted with China invariably 
must—still they constituted a protest against the fatally erroneous 
doctrines of the present Cabinet the importance of which it would be 
impossible to ignore. The governor of the colony, Sir Richard Mac- 
Donnell, was present, and, hampered though he was, of course, by the 
impos-ibility of openly criticising the piuceedings of the Govern- 
meut he represented, he showed, by his cordial eulogy of Sir Henry 
Keppel, bis disapproval of the total change of policy which has 
deprived the admiral of his command. It was manifestly impoa 
sible for him to do this in the sume uncompromising terms which 
Were employed by men in a less responsible positon; but he gaid, 
secording to the local papers, that he could not but avail himself 
of the opportunity of expressing his complete concurrence with the 
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action of the gallant Admiral. No doubt the eloquent Governor con- 
veyed his meaning in much more graceful terme, but we have to be 
content with an imperfect report. Sir Henry being the most conspi- 
cuous living representative of our old policy in China, any expressions 
of admiration for him are sufficiently replete with meaning. Colonel 
Knox Gore, C.B., less oppressed than the Governor by the necessity of 
using diplomatic langnage, went still more directly to the point. He 
said that “if any fault was found with them,” the army and navy, 
‘‘it was to be attributed to false economy, resulting from the 
country committing itself to the views of mobh-orators who 
were inclined to reduce the service to an inefficient state.” 
There may be more truth sometimes in the blunt common- 
plices of ao soldier than in all the finesse of a doctrinaire. The 
vindication of Sir Henry Keppel’s career, however, was more ela- 
borately accomplished by other speakers. The Hon. C. H. Pollard, 
QC., the acting Attorney General, briefly reviewed the political sttua- 
tion. England had taken the initiative in bringing China ii.to commer- 
cial relationship with the rest of the world. Her Government had done 
this by inducing enterprising men to push their trade forward, often 
at the risk of their lives. They had to deal with » native Government 
proverbial for misrule, and 8: effete as to have no power in its own do- 
mains. To protect their lives and property had been the firat care of 
the British authorities. and for this duty they had selected officers. Hke 
the gallant guest of the evening, not only of pluck and daring, but of 
knowledge, tact, and discretion as well. These offiers, by a judicious exer- 
cise of their large powers, had brought the Chinesc to understand that it 
was unsafe to molest the persons or property of British subjects. Sir Henry 
Keppel’s conduct had been stamped with emphatic approval not only 
in China but at home. “Three different Administrations selected 
him upon three different occasions to take a command in China ; and 
a fourth, not the present Administration, appointed him to undertake 
the grave responsibilities of Commander-in-Chief on the China sta- 
tion. These facts outweighed anything that had recently occorred.” 
It is needless to go on quoting evidence of the character which the 
demonstration acquired. The mercantile speakers, as a matter of 
course. joined in the cordial approval bestowed on the admiral’s con- 
duct, and in the condemnation which that approval involved of the 
policy to make room for which he had been so unwisely and ungrate- 
fully removed. 


The Hong Kong dinner completes the series of protesté against that 
surrender of British interests to the Chinese which the present Govern- 
ment is setting itself to accomplish. First, we had an emphatic groan 
from Sir Rutherford Alcock, the Britisb minister at Peking, who, in a 
published despatch, described the Chinese authorities as growing more 
difficult to manage than ever, more obstructive and hostile to measures 
of progress. This declaration waa exceedingly significant to every one 
who had stndied our relations with the Chinese. because Sir Ratherford 
himeelf had always been considered the foremost representative of in- 
action—a man who had nearly become a mandarin, and was but half. 
hearted in his defence of British interests. Lord Clarendon no sooner 
enunciates his doctrine about the refcrence of all subjects of dispute 
to Peking, and then if they are important to the Home Government, 
and no sooner enjoins for the future a total abstinence from gup- 
boats, than Sir Rutherford confesses himself powerless to guard 
the interests of bis countrymen on those terms. Next, the com- 
mercial community of Shanghai takes an opportunity of expressing its 
conviction that it would be impossible to settle all questions bv diplo- 
matic action at Peking, and Mr. Roes Brown, the American Minister, 
breaking free from all restraints of his officiul character, declares in a 
public speech that after a personal acquaintance with Uhina and a re- 
sidence in Peking. he had perceived the absurdity of treating the na- 
tive Government like a civilised European Power, and of trusting to 
the delusive promises of the Burlingame Embassy. Finally, we have 
representatives of the military, official, professional, and mercantile 
communities of Hong Kong echoing the same language in various ways. 
Will all this have no influence on ofl Clarendon or the ruling spirits 
of the Cabinet? Surely it cannot fail to have some influence on public 
opinion generally. Surely it cannot be supposed that one gigantic con- 
spiracy spreads through all Europeans in China, from the southern coast 
to the Peibo, and that they are all truculent filibusters, only desirous 
of bullying the Asiatic race amongst whom they live! [s it aup- 
posed that any natural bonds of sympathy unite soldiers, mer- 
chants, lawyers, Foreign and Colonial Office officials ? Their natural 
feelings are rather those of antagonism, but in reference to the Ohina 
policy of the present Government all minor prejudices disappear. All 
men who know anything of China must agree, no matter how divergent 
they may be on many points, in perceiving that the Chinese embasey 
is a farce, and that Lord Clarendon has been duped. They know that 
if trade with China is continued at all it must be protected from the 
hostility of the mandarins ; that the people of the empire at large accept 
it with avidity, and that our difficulties are with the authorities of a 
barbarous despotism, not with China asa State. That to tie the hands 
of naval and consular officers by rules of conduct which would be only 
appropriate to intercourse between civilised nations, is to invite out- 
rage and to refer anything to Peking is like referring it to the Greek 
Kalends. Experience shows that widely beneficial results— results more 
beneficial even to the Chinese than to ourselves—have ensued from 
spirited policy, and the concurrent testimony of everybody worth con- 
sulting is to the effect that disastrous consequences must ensue even- 
tually from a revolution in our behaviour. For a time the good effect 
of lessons which have already been tanght to the Chinese will still be 
reaped, It is a common practice of Liberal statesmen to profit in this 
way by the administration of their predecessora, and to plume them- 
selves, before their own measures have had time to work, on the bril- 
liant success they have accomplished. It is likely enough, therefore, 
that fora little while we may still be at peace with China, and con- 
tinue to trade with ber as before. The weak communities at the minor 
ports, however, will not be unmolested for long, and directly the man- 
daring discover that the British residents have been deserted by their 
own Government the effecta of the new policy will begin to be felt.

The Christmas holidays having caused nearly all business estab- 
lishments in the City to be closed for the last few days, we have 
little to chronicle under this head. Business generally continues 
depressed and a revival can hardly be looked for before the open- 
ing of the new year. 

The branch of the National Bank of India, to be opened in 
China in 1870, will, wa undaratand, ha in the firat place at Hong 
Koag, under the management of Mr. Sherwood. This branch 
will probably open in January. The position of the National in 
India fully justifies the step of extending its exchange operations 
to China. 

At a meeting on the 22nd of the Ceylon Company (Limited), the 
directors’ report, of which we gave a summary in our last issue, was 
adopted, and a dividend declared for the half-year at the rate of 
6 per cent. per annum, free of income-tax. 

At Lloyd’s, on the 20th inst. a message received at 9 A.M. was 
posted, giving the names of “twelve English ships which had 
arrived ouf at Calcutta from London and Liverpool prior to the 
19th of Noverrber.” One of these ships had already created some 
anxiety, and twelve guineas extra premium had been paid to 
effect insurances upon her, This message just occupied one month 
in its transmission. 

The Leeds Mercury announces the suspension of Messrs. Hamil- 
ton, Graham, and Oo., who had been engaged in the stuff trade 
at Bradford for about eight years. The reasons given are depres- 
sion of trade and heavy losses. The liabilities, it is thought, will 
reach £20,000 ; but there are grounds for hoping that the dividend 
will not be a bad one. 

At a meeting of creditors of Mr. George Gledhill, cloth merchant, 
of Leeds and Morley, the statement of affairs showed liabilities for 
about £5,500, with assets valued at £650, and it was agreed to ac- 
cept an assignment. 

The Vorkshire Post says, with regard to the affairs of Messrs, 
Jérss and Co., of Leeds: “ We understand that in consequence of 
certain formal difficulties attending the administration of the 
affairs of Messrs. Jérss and Cu. by deed, the estate has been pro- 
visionally placed in bankruptcy, in order that subsequent arrange- 
ments may be satisfactorily adjusted. An adjudication has al- 
ready been made in the Leeds Court, under which the estate will 
be protected.” 

The Daily News contains the following on the Agra Bank :— 
“The offer recently put forth by the Agra Bank (Limited) to the 
holders of the ‘B’ shares, to buy up their shares at the rate of 
£4 15s. each, has evidently occasioned a good deal of uncertainty 
amongst them. It is objected that, before acting upon this in- 
vitation either one way or the other, those interested ought to be 
put in possession of such a statement relative to the liquidation 
of the assets of the old company as shall enable them to under- 
stand their real position. At present they have not before them 
the means for forming a judgment.” 

The chairman of the British Indian Submarine Telegraph Cem- 
pany has transmitted for publication the annexed letter from the 
company’s engineers, announcing the completion of their cable, to 
be laid from Suez to Bombay :—

“7, Pope’s Head-alley, Dec. 13. 

“ Sir,—We beg to report that the manufacture of your cable, 3,600 
nautical miles in length, was completed at Greenwich on Saturday last, the 
1lthinst., and we herewith forward you our final daily return of cable 
manofactared. The manufacture of the outer covering of this cable was 
commenced at Greenwich on the 23:d of June last; it has, therefure, been 
exactly tive months and eighteen days in course of manufacturc, cyual Lu 
147 working days, witch gives an average speed of manufacture of twenty- 
four and a-half nautical miles per diem. This is probably the greatest 
average speed of manufacture ever before obtained for such a long and im- 
portant cable, and it is gratifying to us to be able to state that its electrical 
conditiun throughout the entire manufacture has been practically perfect, 
and we feel that, so far as its mechanical condition is concerned, the cable 
is well suited for the depth of water and position it is intended for.— Yours
